Hax Time. 

During the debate on the revenue bill on 
Monday last in the Assembly, a clause came 
to light oaloulateil to do serious injustice to 
property-holders. It is gravely proposed,— 
in fact although objected to by Major Foster, 
it was voted down,— that only 20 days shall 
be allowed in which to pay ta.ves after the 
property is assessed. If not paid within 
that period, then it can be sold. Such a 
clause is far too arbitrary, and the tenilency 
will be either to render it inoperative, or 
cause the sacrifice or oiitaiigloinent of the 
proi)erty of residents and absentees. A stake 
defining the limits within which taxes must 
be paid, must, of necessity, be stuck some- 
where; but the brief period named is far 
too short, and is calculated to stop the in- 
vestment of capital in the country. It cer- 
tainly has a direct tendency, instead of dis- 
tributing property into as many hands as 
possible, to favor the interests of grasping 
speculators. No paternal government— and 
all governments should be inclined to favor 
their citizens — would ever broach so arbi- 
trary a measure. Every sensible man may 
be willing to lend countenance to the gov- 
ernment in order to collect reasonable taxes 
for its support; but we cannot well imagine 
any one so lost to all just or liberal feeling 
as to force the taxpayer, at the risk of plac- 
ing his property under tho hammer, to pay 
up within 20 days. As remarked by Major 
Foster, the clause is so un-English it should 
never pass. 

Making every allowance for the necessi- 
ties of the government, a period less than 
three months would be too short a time, 
i Giving the benefit to the Government, we 
propose that not less than thirty days be al- 
lowed for to pay up. If unpaid then, and 
Blill. unpaid at tho end of thirty day.s more, 
a certain per centage may be addeil not ex- 
ceeding lawful interest. If not paid at the 
end of the second thirty days, and still un- 
paid to tax list, an additional per centago 
might be added to the delinquent tax list. 
And if the delinquents still refuse to pay, 
then with some show of justice their pro- 
perty might be attached and sold. But 
even in tho last case a time— six months or 
a year at least should be allowed for re- 
demption by paying the purchasers a cer- 
tain advance on the assessment paid. Were 
such propositions as these — stringent as 
eviT they may be — incorporated in the re- 
vei.ii l>ill: It would show that our law 
'maker- possessed some small'degree of oon- 
. .fidoratiou for the people; and we're not 
such grasping Shylocks an to take the poor 
roan's pound of flesh in the brief period of 
twenty days. 

Let such a law go into operation and 
.UBiirers, lawyers, and speculators will fatten 
on the spoils of honest industry. The money 
lender at exorbitant interest will take ii tax- 
payer's titlu d(?tHls as security. The lawyer 
will be emplnyi'd to make tlu; <:oiiveyan.;e 
or.dtiiw U[i the seonrities in due form, ami 
the iKinsQ'^ and lots uf many thus embar- 
rassed will fall an easy prey iiitu the hands 
of speculators, Our (^.overnnient, therefore, 
althoa^h etubarriissed, should shape its 
tinancial iiieasiires so- M'not-IO press too 
heavily on tho people. From any point of 
view it is plain that- our taxes will press 
heavily enough on trade'ahd industry with- 
oiit adopting a measure at variance with 
'bbmnion experience and our connmon inte- 
rest,

though a captain may be authorized to lose 
his vessel and cargo if he sees fil, he has no 
right to take that which ho cannot give 
back — the lives of hi.s passengers and crew. 

Mr. Franklin believed the position of our 
pilots was very dilferent from thai of pilots 
in other waters. Hero tho waters were quiet 
and hardly any danger existed ; but in wa- 
ters that ho kuBW of, tho pilots had to con- 
tend with every hardship. 

Mr. Crease — If some such rule is not 
established, you will find masters of vessels 
instructing themselves to bring in their ves- 
sels, and there will bo no end to shipwrecks. 
Merchants in other countries would be the 
more willing to send their vessels here if 
we had proper pilotage regulations. 

After some further di.scussion tho amend- 
ment was lost, and the clause passed as 
read. 

The second section, providing for the pay- 
ment of 16s. perfect draft of water was con- 
sidered. 

CONFUSION. 

A scene of indescribable confusion ensued 
during the discussion of this section. All 
sorts of motions and amendments were offer- 
ed, put to the House, withdrawn, and laid 
over. Several members attempted to .speak 
at once, and the chairman was annoyed to 
such a degree that he finally positively re- 
fused to take the chair in future. 

Mr. Franklin— I would like to call the at- 
tention of this House to the irregular manner 
in which tho business is conducted. 

Loud cries of "question!" "question!" 
"order!" "order!" but Mr. Franklin still 
attempted to speak, although not a wonl 
could be heard. 

The Chairman, with great difficulty— I 
have apologised and explained about fifteen 
times. What more can I do? It really 
seems to me as if an efibrt was being made 
to torment the chair ! 

Mr. Franklin again tried to speak. " Or- 
der, order," " Question," etc. The noise 
anil confusion was very gre.it, and aifijidfid 
the spectators (only two present) a great 
deal of enjoyment, which they manifested 
by loud and prolonged laughter. Mr. Frank- 
lin still stood his grounil, and like a Spar- 
tan of old, seemed utterly regardless of the 
noise going on around him. 

At last, Mr. Foster, rising, and speaking nt 
the top of his voice, said that "the House 
had full confidence in the course of its 
chairman," [hear, hear,] 

Mr. Franklin then sat down, and the busi- 
ncs.s proceeded. 

The section, after a great deal of discus- 
sion, was ameiuiod to read as follows: For 
all vessels boarded outside'of 'Rooky Point, 
1()3. ; between Rocky Point and Albert's 
Head, lis.; between Albert's Head and 
mouth tti the harbor, 8s. ; half pilotage be- 
yond Rocky Point, 5s; between Rocky Point 
and mouth of the harbor, 4s. 

The House then adjourned to Thursday, 
9th inst., at 3 o'clock p. M.

Downing Street Again. 

We announced a ahorl time since that the 
part of the Hudson Bay Territory, known as 
Red River, was about to be reHeved of the 
governnnent of the Hudson Biiy Compuiiy, 
and would become a Crown colon}!, wiiioh 
would be astepiin advance of their present 
position, and aHeif*S*^hard struggle be fol- 
lowed by free government such as we have 
obtained by great efforts in these provinces. 

' The galling tyranny of the Hudson Bay 
officials slirreil up the people of Red River, 
and the retiionstrancea to the British parlia- 
ment were so earnest that a bill v/iis intro- 
duced to make the " Indian country" a 
€rown folony, which it was then staled 
■would remedy lho evils under which the 
people of the Red River settlement suffered. 
The agitation among the people ceased, and 
they have borne with their grievances pa- 
itiently since that lime, expecting the act 
•soon to take eflHct. But just as thoy were 
'expecting to bo put in posscsssion of the 
■machinery for the govern meat of a Crown 
■colony, the Colonial Secretary rivets upon 
'them more^allingly than ever the fetters of 
the Fur Monopoly. This can only be ac- 
■counted for 'from the fact that a number of 
ithe members of the British P.irliamenl, con- 
nected with tlie Hudson Company, are 
whig (strange .as it may seem), and their 
seerel influence has had an effect on the 
Colonial Secretary, and time is therefore to 
be wasted on impracticable negotiations. 

The Duke of Newcastle has ilaleu that 
ha does not now intend to enforce the Aet 
ireiating to the -^^ Indian country," that as it 
•does not, according to its vifording, comprise 
the Red River Settlement, the place it wao 
intended for, it will not be j)Ut in operation. 
The Act after all only covers territory that 
as settled by a few tribes of Indians, and the 
Duke says 'they will do butter under the 
"primitive and patriarchial" government of 
the Hudson 'Bay officials. 

A Red River correspondent of the Hamil- 
rton (C. VVj) iTtmcjf shows the oonne.xion this 
•"'primitive and patriarchial" government 
ihas with the government of that settlement, 
;and the oonaition of the people there. He 
•*ays.: — 

•"•The present government of the settle- 
imcnt.are 'notoriously biased by the Com- 
ipany,'from whom tliey receive their appnint- 
■ ments, and by whom itiey are fettered on 
•every hand ; so much so, thai tliey are Ics.h 
.independent and powerful tlian the most 
petty municipal council in Canaiia And 
the machinery for the administration of jus- 
tice is not a whit more effective or respecta- 
ble. The power of the supreme court is 
virtualled e.\ercised hy one man. The 
Bench is composed of the Governor, the 
Sheriff, and four or five others, not one of 
whom makes the smallest pretension to a 
■knowledge of the law which they profess 
honestly and truly to administer. 

The Slieriir rules the roast, Bv profes- 
sion a surgeon, he was appointed by the 
Company as their rnoilieal atlenilant at l-'urt 
Garcy — a lucrative position, made a .siue- 
.cure by the healthiness of the climate. Hy 
degrees he extended his intluenee, and lie 
now holds I dare not say how ina'.v ntliees. I 
■will endeavor to indicate some of the princi- 
p,tl, with a view to point out the wor.;iag of 
• the system. As a Lt'gislative L'ouncdor, he 
makes laws and carries them into ellet-i by 
virtue of his auihoTily as a Member of tin; 
E.xecutive. 13eing the Public Pmsecirtor, 
he determines what parties shall be cited 
ibifore the magistrates; and being President 
of the Ma-isterial Ccurt, he il c iles whether 
the olfeiider .shall be sent fir trial al the 
general quarterly court. The ai-cusod does 
not even get the benefit of an examina'ioii 
before a grand jury. If committed there- 
fore, ihn eenlleman with tlie plurality of 
otiii'esagain meets the culprit in his oapaoity 
as Judge. In that rapacity, he once more 
•'takes the evidence which as public proseitu- 
tor he had previously caused to bo ;;ivt'ii, 
"and which as a magistrate he had provi- 
.ously himself taken, against the prisoner; 
.and if found guilty, he consigns hiih to 
prison, where, a-i (Jovernor of the gaol, hi! 
regulates h\n stinted meal of pninniican and 
cold water when well, and, a,s .surgeon, 
'•the medicine gives and bleed.i" when 
sick. Nor is il in criminal cases alone that 
his infliienco is paramount. He exercises 
all the functions oj a judge m,.civil cases, 
and if the unlorliiiinte debtor is unable to 
satisfy the (letiiaiiils of the court at tlie end 
of his "seven day's grace," In! steps in as 
sheriff, and sells him out, "lock, stock, and 
barrel.'-' These are dangerous powers to be 
lodged in'the hands of any one individual, 
and doubly (laii:;erous when, us in this case, 
that iiulivaliial is the strongest parti/.an of 
the llud.son'.-* Bay Company. No wonder 
that the very name of Dr. Hunn strikes ter- 
ror to the hearts of the simple minded peas- 
antry; or that, with those who occupy a 
higher sci-ial positioni the sentiment in- 
spired liy Red River law is that of oontenipt, 
the courts bping larnentably,'.ll?efBcieiit to 
deal with thosi; coinplicatod OUes whioh as 
society advances will become more a:ul 
.jnoie general, 

Something must bo done in real soIkt 
earnest, and that too before long, Pcoplr 
are tottliiig ikxvn in all directions — suiiii! 
within the limits of tho Assinihola district, 
others far beyond thorn— many on lands 
which have not as yet been surveyed. 
Large tracts of the unsurvoyed territory are 
represented as being thi; host suited for cul- 
tivation, and as thoy are being extensively 
occupied, if great care is not taken to pre- 
vent disputes, seiioui oompllcatlons will 
•peodily arise. 

All this must give way. Lot the people 
remonstrate rtvaro strongly. Lot thom toll 
British people that at British subjects they 
must have Biiti.sli rigliis, and if tliey strug- 
gle on unflinchingly, thuir ollorts will be 
crowned with suooeaa in a few years. — St, 
John, N. B., Fretman. 

I" SlNOVLAR AOCIDKNT. — A little SOU of Mr. 

A. E. Roperi, who lives a few miles from 
Jacksonville, near Ovorbeck is f'.tovo, mot 
with a most ntrango niishap a day or two 
ago. Mr. lf»g«rrt was experimenting with 



a piece of machinery which he had just 
finished for some purpose, consisting of a 
cylinder of wood about one foot in diameter, 
into which nails were driven very thickly. 
Tills cylinder was fastened into a turning- 
lathe, and while revolving it Hew from its 
place. The child, only about two years old, 
stood gazing at the latlio. In its whirling 
fall, the cylinder struck him on tho forehead, 
driving one of the nails clear through tho 
frontal bone, piercing to the depth of over 
half an inch. Tho nail was broken off with- 
in less than a quarter of an inch of the fore- 
head. Tho little one was knocked senseless 
to the floor. Mr. Rogers grasped him, suc- 
ceeded in restoring animation, and then en- 
deavored with his thumb and finger to pluck 
the broken nail from the wound. It was as 
firmly set as if in an oak plank, and resisted 
his best efforts. Dosturs Brooks and Over- 
beck ' were : sent for, and soon arrived. 
A pair of ordinary forceps were tried in 
tho attempt to phiek the nail without ef- 
fect. Finally, with a large, strong pair, 
and tho vigorous pulling of Dr. Brooks, the 
child was "relieved of "the nglyji'iron. It 
had penetrated tho bone entiTelyjf and 
bartdy touched the membrane'isovermg the 
brain. The little fellow seems siliice to 
e.vperienco no ill effects from 'the' wound, 
save the . pain . incidisril to so severe a 
puncture.— /acifcjbfi»t7fe'( Oregon) Sentinel.
